A memorial bullding in the court Is
proposed. ‘This building when complcted
will bring the cost fo the memorial up
to $176.000.

The organization of the victory jubliee
gommittee and the warm welcome the
returned moldiers have received are Tre-
siilta of the untiring efforts of Mayor
Eills and of Frank Sheridan, chalrman
of the Camden County jubllee committee.

Mr. Sheridan Is preparing a history
with complete details of the part that
Camden (County soldiers played in the
war.

The name of ona woman, a Red Cross
worker who lost her life in France, is
to appear on one pillar, She was Miss
Klizgabsth Welmann, of 1laddon Helghts,
who dled in Paris durlng the influenza
epldemic. Sha controcted the disease
while nursing soldlers,

Most of the dead were members of the
famous 108th and 110th Infantrle« that
werea 80 badly cut up in the last days
of the war in the drive hefore Sedan.
In four days' fighting more than 400
from these units were killed in action
and more than 1000 were wounded.
